MONTHLY REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES AND HARRISBURG OFFICE 


The frequent meetings of the Board of Trustees in the interim be- 
tween annual meetings is proving very practical. The Board is now func- 
tioning far more efficiently because of the special meetings held since the 
meeting at York in 1939. 

The Executive Secretary sat with the Pennsylvania State Dental 
Council and Examining Board during their meeting in Harrisburg Feb- 
ruary 26th and 27th. During this meeting the new Rules and Regulations 
regarding the 1937 Dental Act were approved, approximately 35 cited 
dentists were given hearings, many warnings were sent out, and 13 licenses 
were suspended for periods of five to thirty days. 

From March 4th to 6th inclusive, the Executive Secretary was in 
attendance at the annual meeting of the Central Pennsylvania (7th Dis- 
trict) Dental Society, held in Johnstown. His duties there covered stimu- 
lation of membership, component society cooperation, cruise convention 
reservations and dental health education. While attending this meeting 
he addressed several high school assemblies and a service club. 
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As Cruise Director for the annual meeting to be held aboard ship 
from Erie, beginning June 13th, the Executive Secretary reports that res- 
ervations have been made in a number which makes it safe to predict that 
unless the members act promptly, many will not be able to take the cruise. 


On Monday, March 11th, the Executive Secretary conferred in 
Wilkes-Barre with the Trustee from the Third District and officers of the 
local society and in the evening attended and spoke at the Centenary Din- 
ner of the Luzerne Dental Society. 

During the period between February 20th and March 19th there were 
324 pieces of first class mail received and 1,417 pieces of mail sent out, and 
durmig the above period there were 1.225 mimcographed and 6,750 pieces 
addressed on the addressograph.

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DENTISTRY’S SOCIAL RESPONSIBIL- 
ITIES; HOW ARE THEY TO BE MET?

The thought probably uppermost in the mind of the dental profession 
at present is, How can the incidence of dental diseases be curtailed, and the 
service which it alone is able to give, be more widely distributed ? 

This is not a new thought. The profession has for years carried on 
(largely at its own expense), a program of research with a view to reducing 
the need for dental treatment through prevention, which is the only logical 
approach to the problem. 


At the same time, it has conducted a country-wide program of educa- 
tion in the belief, that ignorance as well as indigence is responsible for many 
of the dental ills complained of by those who undertake to speak for the 
75% who are said to be in need of dental care. This would seem to be con- 
firmed by the published statement that 35% of the public with incomes of 
one thousand dollars per year, or less, “own and drive an automobile.” 
There can be little doubt in the minds of those familiar with the situation, 
that it is ignorance of the importance of dental care, quite as much as in- 
ability to pay, that explains the present widespread neglect. It has been 
shown that when such treatment can be had, almost for the asking, those 
for whom the service was intended, did not avail themselves of it. 

While continuing to give of its service to those unable to pay for them, 
the dental profession is of the opinion that one of its first duties is to edu- 
cate people to the importance of dental care, (especially preventive care), 
in the belief, that those able to provide for their own needs, (which, doubt- 
less, represents a considerable number) should be encouraged to do so. 
Some form of insurance or prepayment plan should be worked out to meet 
the needs of those in this group who may require such assistance. This 
should not be a difficult problem. 

Further, the profession, as represented by the A. D. A., is on record 
as being prepared to cooperate in any governmental plan to provide dental 
care for the indigent, asking only that it be consulted in the formulation of 
such plans and that they be fair to all concerned. Its opposition to the Wag- 
ner Health Bill, (as originally drawn), was due solely to the fact that it 
complies with neither of these conditions. 

The care of the medical and dental indigent, is largely a responsibility 
of the state. It is no more the duty of the medical and dental professions to 
provide medico-dental care for the indigent, than for any other group of 
citizens. If they are to be cared for in these respects, it should be done at 
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the expense of all the people, not by a small fraction of them. Likewise, it 
is not the responsibility of either the state or the professions, to provide free 
medical or dental care for those of our citizens who can, and should, pro- 
vide for their own needs. To do so, tends to rob them of their self reliance 
(if not their self respect), and encourages dependence on outside agencies. 
It is too often true that “the highest price you can pay for a thing, is to ask 
for it.” It is this aspect of the problem that is opposed by the health service 
professions, not proper care of the indigent, which is clearly a responsibility 
of the state—and one in which the dental professions (and I believe the 
medical profession too), is prepared to cooperate to the fullest extent. 

Is it unreasonable to believe, that with a return to normal economic 
conditions (which we have a right to expect) plus the efforts being put forth 
by the dental profession in the fields of education, research and prevention, 
the problem is one that will, to a considerable extent, solve itself, except for 
the wholly indigent ? These, as has been said, are the responsibility of the 
state. And if to their care, were added cooperation in education and re- 
search, the dental health problem would largely solve itself. 

The responsibility of the dental profession, therefore, would seem to 
be: 

First : to seek, by every means at its disposal, to limit the incidence of 
dental diseases by research. 

Second: to continue in its efforts to educate the public to the impor- 
tance of oral health and the ways and means by which it can be obtained. 

Third: to cooperate with the government or any other responsible 
agency, in any reasonable effort that is made to provide dental care for the 
indigent. 

Fourth: to oppose to the full extent of its resources, every project to 
provide dental care for the public that is not in the interest of all the people.

MEDICAL TECHNOLOGISTS 


At the request of the Surgeon General of the Army and in compliance 
with its policy of cooperation with both the Army and Navy, the American 
Red Cross, as an expansion of its peace-time service for the military forces, 
has undertaken the enrollment of various types of medical technologists 
who are willing to serve in the Medical Department of the Army or Navy 
if and when their services are required at the time of a national emergency. 

Persons with the following qualifications will be enrolled : 

Chemical Laboratory Technicians (male) 

Dental Hygienists (male and female) 

Dental Mechanics (male) 

Dietitians (male and female) 

Laboratory Technicians (male and female) 

Meat and Dairy Hygienists (Inspectors) (male) 
*Nurses (male) 

Occupational Therapy Aides (male and female) 

Orthopedic Mechanics (male) 

Pharmacy Technicians (male and female) 


*This group will not be members of the Army or Navy Nurse 
Corps which under basic law are limited to females, but will be 
used as technologists for service auxiliary thereto. 
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Physical Therapy Technicians (Aides) (male and female) 
Statistical Clerks (male and female) 
X-Ray Technicians (male and female) 


General qualifications for enrollment are as follows: 


Citizens of the United States. 


. Ages 21-45 years (Army) ; 18-35 (Navy—men only) 


. Physically qualified. Applicants must pass a satisfactory physi- 


cal examination, according to standards set respectively by the 
Army and Navy Medical Departments. 


. Women applicants must be unmarried. 


. All applicants must express a willingness to serve as a technolo- 


gist in time of a national emergency. 


Male technologists will be eligible for enlistment in the Army as non- 
commissioned officers in the grades of sergeant, staff sergeant, or technical 
sergeant. Women technologists, and men who enroll but who may later be 
found physically unqualified for military duty, will be eligible for employ- 
ment by the Army as civilians. 


For the Navy, male technologists will be eligible for enlistment in the 
Naval Reserve as Petty Officers—Pharmacist’s Mates 3d, 2nd and 1st Class 
and Chief Pharmacist’s Mate (acting appointment). Women technologists 
are not eligible for service in the Navy under present plans. 


The Medical Department of the Army will require a considerable num- 
ber of technologists in each of the above named groups. The Navy Medical 
Department requirements will be similar except for dietitians, occupational 
therapy aides, orthopedic mechanics and dairy and food hygienists (inspec- 
tors) who will not be needed. Notwithstanding the maintenance of this 
enrollment, the Navy also desires peace-time enlistment in the U. S. Naval 
Reserve, and male technologists who wish to enlist in the Naval Reserve 
are urged to communicate direct with the Commandant of the Naval Dis- 
trict in which they reside. The address of their Commandant will be fur- 
nished upon request. 


Technologists who qualify according to these general standards and 
who are willing to enroll for service as outlined above should communicate 
with The American National Red Cross, Washington, D. C.

NIcoTINE Acip COMBINED WITH SULFANILAMIDE TO REDUCE DOSAGE 





A new derivative of sulfanilamide, which is more effective in the treat- 
ment of streptococcus, pneumococcus and gonococcus infections than sul- 
fanilamide or sulfapyridine yet is less toxic, has been synthesized. The 
compound is a combination of nicotine acid and sulfanilamide and is known 
as nicotinyl sulfanilamide. It is claimed that in addition to its increased 
effectiveness, it produces no irritating or toxic effects such as sometimes 
follows the use of sulfanilamide or sulfapyridine.

AMMONIUM BICARBONATE SECRETED BY SURGICAL MAGGOTS STIMULATES 
HEALING IN PURULENT WoUNDS 
By W. Robinson 
Robinson found ammonium bicarbonate present, in comparatively 
large quantities, in the secretions of surgical maggots. Solutions of am- 
monium bicarbonate have a degree of alkalinity roughly corresponding with 
that of maggot excretions. 

_ Soluticrs of ammonium carbonate or bicarbonate (2%) applied to 
persistent discharging sores on the legs of dogs and rabbits caused a heal- 
ing of the wounds with the formation of little scar tissue. 

In purulent conditions, such as chronic osteomyelitis, infected lacera- 
tions, otitis media, etc., ammonium bicarbonate solution caused an improve- 
ment in the wound similar to that produced by maggots.

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST BACTERIAL ENDOCARDITIS 


Recent bacteriologic studies have shown that transient bacteremias 
frequently follows the extraction of teeth and it is generally believed that 
bacterial endocarditis may result in certain persons following the removal 
of infected teeth or tonsils. Those most likely to develop bacterial endo- 
carditis are patients who have previously suffered from rheumatic endo- 
carditis or who have some congenital abnormality of the heart. 

When extraction of teeth for such a patient is unavoidable, it should 
be perfornied only after special measures have been taken to reduce the 
oral flora, also according to a definite recommendation from an editorial 
of the British Medical Journal “dental extraction . . . on the mouth of a 
patient with a valvular lesion demands the prophylactic administration of 
sulphanilimide.” (From Notes—British D. J., Lxviii: 102, Feb. 1, 1940) 
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Use oF VITALLIUM FOR FIXATION OF FRACTURES 
By W. C. Campbell 

Since February, 1937, Campbell has used Vitallium in 108 cases for 
the fixation of fractures. Roentgenograms made have shown no evidence 
of absorption about the screws or of inflammatory changes in the soft 
tissue. 

With proper aseptic technic and accurate fixation by Vitallium, the 
dangers of open reduction are minimized and the replacement and mainte- 
nance of the fragments in anatomic position is possible.

NEvuROTIC SYMPTOMS AND CHANGES OF BLOOD PRESSURE AND PULSE FOoL- 
LOWING THE INJECTION OF EPINEPHRINE 


By S. H. Kraines and Irene C. Sherman 


The authors undertook this study to observe the effect of epinephrine 
on the blood pressure and pulse rate of psychoneurotic and normal persons 
and to compare the sensations following the injection, as given in subjective 
reports with symptoms recorded in the patients clinical records. The study 
was carried out on 25 psychoneurotic patients and on nineteen nurses and 
students (male and female). The following were the findings : 

1. A greater systolic blood pressure and pulse reaction following in- 
travenous injections of epinephrine than that of salt solution. The 
differences in these reactions between the normal and psychoneu- 
rotic persons are not statistically reliable. 

2. The diastolic blood pressure tends to fall as often as rise following 
the intravenous injections of epinephrine. 

3. Epinephrine injected intravenously produces similar signs and 

symptoms in normal and psychoneurotic persons. 

Epinephrine aggravates psychoneurotic symptoms. 

From the therapeutic point of view, a patient accepts the fact that 
his symptoms are organic and not imaginary.

LocaL ANESTHETIC SOLUTIONS 


Correspondence to the Editors of the British Dental Journal 
Sir, —I ... endorse . . . the desirability of using injection solutions 
which are warm, isotonic and, above all, mildly alkaline. Procain borate 
when dissolved in half strength Ringer’s, gives a solution which is approxi- 
mately isotonic with blood plasma, and which has a pH of a little over 8. 
For the best results, I think it should be used in 3% solution or higher. Con- 
stant use of this anesthetic agent, alternating with the spasmodic use of 
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others, has confirmed my experience that procain borate solutions have 
properties that make it desirable that they should be more widely used.

Erie’s foremost attraction is Presque Isle State Park, a peninsula of 
3,200 acres and forming a natural breakwall for Erie’s harbor. It provides 
every possibility for the nature-lover, with fifteen miles of trails accessible 
for hiking and horseback riding. Five miles of ponds and lagoons furnish 
opportunity for canoeing and boating. A broad new boulevard provides 
more than eleven miles of enchanting roadway for the motorist. Over a 
thousand picnic tables are furnished, together with ample parking facili- 
ties. On the seven miles of smooth sandy lake beach, bathing pavilions are 
provided to take care of thousands. 

Waldameer Beach Park, Erie’s large amusement park on the banks 
of Lake Erie, 3% miles from the city, provides bathing and picnic facili- 
ties, an exceptionally fine cafe, a new and beautiful dance hall and amuse- 
ment devices of all kinds.

Old Customs House, 409 State Street, built in 1839, originally the 
Erie Branch of the U. S. Bank of Pennsylvania, and later used as a U. S. 
Customs House, modeled after the ancient Pantheon, is one of the finest 
examples of Greek Revival Architecture in the United States, and is now 
the headquarters of the Erie County Historical Society. 

The Niagara, Commodore Oliver Hazard Perry’s flagship in the 
Battle of Lake Erie, berthed at Presque Isle State Park. 

The Wolverine, first iron warship, built in Erie and launched Novem- 
ber 7, 1843, (originally the USS Michigan) now anchored near Perry’s 
Memorial Monument at Crystal Point on Presque Isle Peninsula. 

Erie Museum, South Perry Square. 

Stadium, memorial to Soldiers and Sailors of World War. 

State Fish Hatchery, foot of Chestnut Street. 

Water Works Filtration Plant, foot of Chestnut Street. 

Zoo at Glenwood Park. (Glenwood Park Avenue). 

Washington Monument, Waterford, 14 miles south of Erie.

PAISTE, DR. JAMES L., Avondale Univ. of Penna. 1888 


Dr. Paiste died at his home in Avondale on January 31, 
1940, after a week's illness with pneumonia. 
Opening his office in Avondale after graduating, he had 
practiced there ever since. He was 72 years of age. 
Dr. Paiste was an original member of the Chester and Del- 
aware County Dental Society and in November 1938 was 
tendered an honorary dinner at the completion of 50 years 
in practice.
